[Begin recording] [Dio] The strategy of the FDD [expan- 
sion unknown] is first and foremost a popular self- 
defense organization—this is the main mission—and 
also the development toward the protection of the dem- 
ocratic institutions. In other words, the weapon—the 
gun—1is pointed at the army rebelling against democracy. 


[Helene] Why have you created a guernila movement? 


[Dio] Because we have run out of all specific means. We 
think that Ndadaye [Frodebu leader] did his utmost 
when he found solutions for reconciliation. Look at the 
composition of the government in terms of the number 
of Tutsis and Hutus and of the number of members of 
Uprona [Union for National Progress] and Frodebu. 
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We have also urged the United Nations—including | words 
indistinct]—to use intervention forces. The international! 
community has done absolutely nothing to protect civil- 
ians who have been regularly massacred. What options 
have we taken? It is a self-defense straiegy...[pauses] the 
protection of civilians by giving priority to self-defense, by 
avoiding attacks except in cases of preventive attacks such 
as the recent one against the mili.ary hospital, or the 
infamous battle of Cibitoke—Cibitoke one and Cibitoke 
two, I mean, the two battles of Cibitoke. 


Furthermore, there have also been isolated attacks on 
military positions that have ventured too far among 
civilians, and which have become a real danger for the 
survival of civilians. Otherwise. we do not give priority 
to attack. 


Furthermore, we have had to make a choice between 
preparing to destroy the Army or preparing to wear the 
Army down and lead it to negotiate, to weaken It. 


We preferred the strategy causing the least destruction, 
because the result of the strategy of taking things to the 
bitter end, of destroying the Army, would be mass 
destruction on both sides, and we are pacifists. we are 
not interested in a Pyrrhic victory in which even if we 
win—and winning it is a certainty—it 1s certain that we 
can beat this army—no army has beaten a population 
that is becoming increasingly well organized—but even 
if we beat it, it will mean mass destruction on both sides, 
and a Pyrrhic victory is of no interest to anyone. It does 
not interest us. 


So, we prefer to lead the Army—once it has been 
weakened —to negotiate, to come to the negotiating table 
so that w. can find a final, peaceful solution in which the 
Hutus and the Tutsis can live together peacefully in 
which the members of the military who are reconciled to 
accepting democracy, can co-exist, and along with the 
FDD form a national army and not a mono-ethnic army 
drawn from just one ethnic group, which. moreover 1s 
also a regionalist army, because the Tutsis who are not 
from Bururi [province in southern Burundi] and the 
Tutsis who are not of the Hima ethnic group are also 
subject to discrimination—less than the Hutus, but all 
the same they are still subject to discrimination. 
Burundi, which is part of the same planet Earth as other 
peoples can circumvent the rules of society. 


It is true that at present the Frodebu is divided. It 1s 
divided betwecn those who are uncompromising and 
faithful to the Constitution—in other words us—we are 
sticklers for the law, we want the Constitution. as 
adopted by the people on 9 March 1992, to be respected, 
we want the election victory of | June and 29 June 1993 
to be respected. 


What we are demanding is quite simply democracy, and 
we denounce—and this is the cause of the division 
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within the Frodebu—we continue to denounce, to fight 
from within our party some figures who had strayed, 
who were giving moral backing to the signing of the 10 
September agreement. We are fighting against this agree- 
ment, which set itself above the Constitution, because it 
is even contrary to the universal rules of democracy. For 
example, this agreement violates Article 21, Paragraph 
Three of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights, 
which states that any government, any state administra- 
tion, must stem from the people and that the ultimate 
authority is the people. [end recording] 


Those were the remarks made by Jerome Dio, the leader 
of the FDD, a Burundi armed movement in exile. 


UN Official Warns of ‘Explosive’ Situation

[FBIS Translated Excerpt] “Burundi today is like Chi- 
cago in the 1930's. A handful of people looking for 
money and power are terrorizing the civilian popula- 
tion.” It is in these terms that a high ranking Western 
diplomat, contacted by telephone in Bujumbura, defines 
the situation in Burundi. 


These words are similar to those of Ahmed Ould Abdal- 
lah, UN secretary general’s special representative in 
Burundi. Also contacted by telephone in the Burundian 
capital, the former Mauritanian foreign minister told us: 
“This is a country with a high level of crime, everything 
is obtained through threats, and impunity is the rule.” 
Despite the strikes and the multiple grenade explosions 
designed to maintain and aggravate political and ethnic 
tensions, Mr. Ould Abdallah asserts that the situation, in 
the short term, is “controllable.” 


“Everything is going to be determined,” he explains, by the 
way in which the opposition, dominated by Tutsi extrem- 
ists, chooses a new prime minister. In order to avoid a civil 
war, the head of government, Anatole Kanyenkiko, who 
came from the opposition but who has been disowned by 
it, has handed in his resignation. “If a radical element is 
appointed, the situation could be explosive,” the diplomat 
says, “but if they reach agreement on a moderate eiement 
who can work with the president (a Hutu) the situation 
could calm down rather quickly.” 


Based in Burundi since November 1993, Mr. Ould 
Abdallah is not asking, as a preventative measure, for the 
presence of UN Blue Helmets. “The mandate of our 
mission must be redefined,” he says. “If they opt for a 
military solution, then armed soldiers must be deployed 
with a solid mandate and a resolution authorizing the use 
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of force.” Knowing perfectly well that, with the current 
makeup of the Security Council, such a decision is out of 
the question, this diplomat recommends ‘“‘mild but credi- 
ble’’ measures, such as an inquiry commission in order to 
shed light on the failed coup d’etat in 1993, which cost the 
life of the first Hutu president and which was fomented by 
Tutsi soldiers. Also, and above all, he suggests sanctions 
against the individuals - ‘75-100 people” who ceaselessly

{[FBIS Translated Text] Bishop Simon Ntamwana of 
Bujumbura yesterday reported that he had escaped an 
attempt on his life. He informed DE STANDAARD of 
the incident shortly after it had occurred. 


He was driving back to his home in the afternoon when 
an automobile and motorbike tried to foliow him back 
into his diocese, but workers were able to prevent them. 
The vehicle in question was a Renault 5 and the driver 
was wearing a military uniform. 


Bishop Ntamwana, who last year played a major role 
with his colleague Bernard Bududira from Bururi as 
intermediaries in negotiations between the majority and 
opposition parties in Burundi, was already on his guard. 


At the end of November a group of Tutsi refugees and 
soldiers attacked the home of his brother and family in 
Mukende, in the north of the country. The attackers first 
threw a grenade and then savagely slaughtered all the 
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occupants, men, women, and children. Ntamwana saw 
the attack as a clear warning directed at him. 


France Donates 27 Vehicles to Gendarmerie

Although a former Belgian colony, Burundi has been 
receiving French military aid over the last 20 years. 
Sinzoyiheba said [France] was also paying annual subsi- 
dies to the Burundian Army estimated at 4 billion French 
francs. Each year 40 soldiers are sent on training in France. 


The military attache in Bujumbura, Lieutenant Colonel 
Cabrieres Michel, said the aid was needed to help fight 
rising crime in the capital. He said the equipment would 
also enable the “Gendarmerie to be quick and efficient 
in its daily intervention and rescue missions”. France 
said it would build five more military installations 
costing 9 million French francs in the country in 1995. 


Early in January, the European Parliament tried to make 
the UN Security Council place an arms embargo in 
Burundi and Rwanda. These are two ethnically unstable 
neighbors, where, in Rwanda, France has been accused of 
protecting [the] Hutu ethnic group responsible for the 
massacre of at least 500,000 Tutsis. The presidential guard 
of the late Rwandan president, Juvenal Habyarimana, who 
died in a mysterious plane crash on 6th April 1994, is 
trained and equipped by the French Army. The Tutsi- 
dominated government in Kigali charges that the guards 
unit is likely responsible for genocide against Tutsis.

[Begin recording] [Fesseha] In the grand mosque in 
Addis Ababa, which is called Anwar Mosque, there was 
a big [word indistinct], which is very violent between the 
Muslims themselves. There are two factions of Muslims, 
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some they call them extremists, otheis are called moder- 
ates, so in the middle of the prayer there was some 
friction and some people were injured. 


[Skeet] What sparked this confrontation off? 


[Fesseha] There is a group which calls itself the ad hoc 
committee for the election of a new leadership for the 
mosque, and there is another group which is old leader- 
ship which is [word indistinct] down by the new gener- 
ation, so there was the secretary of the leader of the old 
leadership who tried to enter the mosque to pray, and he 
was banned from the mosque. So, some people say that 
he pulled out a pistol and he shot about four bullets and 
ran away from the mosque and the other people followed 
him and surrounded him in a shop, where he was trying 
to hide himself. 


[Skeet] Now you say a number of people were injured. 
Were any people killed? 


[Fesseha] Yes, according to an official who wants to 
remain unnamed in [words indistinct] he told me that 
three bodies are lying now inside the mosque and about 
30 people are carried to the hospital. He told me that 
four of them are hopeless and maybe they may die on the 
way to the hospital. 


[Skeet] And have the police taken control of the situation? 


[Fesseha] Right now, the police are in control. They have 
surrounded the mosque and nobody is allowed to go in or 
come out of the mosque, so the police themselves were under 
attack by stones by the people who were following this guy 
who pulled a pistol inside the mosque. [end recording]

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Witnesses were not allowed out of the area, where two 
large Mosques are located, but an AFP correspondent 
could hear sporadic shooting from behind the line estab- 
lished by security forces.

Moi Recalls Kenyatta’s Desire for Single Party

Kariuki [MP found murdered in 1975], and freedom 
fighter Dedan Kimathi respectively, but their intentions 
were to cause chaos and instability in the country. The 
president cautioned wananchi [citizens] against the 
machinations of those people. saying their ill motives 
will plunge the country into chaos and civil strife. 


President Moi at the same time said that it was unfortu- 
nate that some opposition leaders, instead of concen- 
trating on wananchi’s needs, were preoccupied with 
hurling insults at the presidency and the government. He 
reiterated that those who continue hurling insults at the 
presidency will now have themselves to blame, as the law 
will take its course. President Moi was addressing a 
public rally at Ndaragwa Market in Nyandarua District. 


President Moi reminded the people that the late Presi- 
dent Mzee Jomo Kenyatta died in KANU [Kenya 
African National Union]. saying that those who had 
joined opposition parties had gone against Kenyatta’s 
wishes. The president recalled that he had predicted that 
the advent of multipartyism would divide people along 
ethnic lines as far as their political destiny were [as 
heard] concerned. In this regard. the president advised 
voters to cast their votes wisely whenever there was an 
election, as this will determine their political future in 
the next five years. The head of state said as a nationalist 
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he abhorred tribalism and all its vices, and served all 
people in disregard ot their ethnic background and 
political affiliation. 


On the socia! dimensions uf development, President Moi 
pointed out that due to the hardships faced by vulnerable 
groups as a result of the structural adjustment program 
[SAP], the government. through the assistance of 
friendly donor countries, will avail funds through the 
district development committees, DDCS, to cushion 
them against the adverse effects of SAP’S. President Moi 
said that the provision of the funds would act as safety 
net to those adversely affected, who include the unem- 
ployed youths, women, children and the aged. 


The president once again reminded civil servants of their 
loyalty to the government of the day, notin, that. as 
public servants, they should implement the policies of 
the sitting government for the benefit of the wananchi.

“Dr Mzimela responded by saying that Mr Meyer has 
been acting in bad faith by using tactics to delay the 
process.” 
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Mr Meyer accused Dr Mzimela of making a “public 
attack on his integrity”; Dr Mzimela declared that the 
NP [National Party} never adhered to the pre-election 
agreement on mediation but “instead continued with 
consistent lies’’. 


Mr Moosa said it was clear the committee exacerbated 
the problem instead of seeking solutions. Mr Moosa also 
said the right of self determination and constitutional 
status of KwaZulu—raised by Inkatha as an issue 
requiring mediation—were constitutional matters and 
could be dealt with by the Constitutional Assembly. A 
commission would be set up to deal with the boundaries 
of the Zulu kingdom, and the ANC did not believe this 
needed mediation either. On the role of the monarchy, 
the Zulu king himself had said he did not see any reason 
for mediation, and there was therefore no need tor 
outside help on this issue.

Local Elections Seen as National Referendum

tions are intended primarily as a referendum on the 
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performance of the Government of National Unity and 
the ANC, and only secondarily as a way to put effective 
local government mechanisms in place. 


There are already a number of signals in the political 
environment which suggest that the prefix ‘local author- 
ity’’ will serve only to remind voters every now and again 
of the real intention off the poll—to staff vital third-tier 
government structures which will play a crucial role in 
the implementation of service-based aspects of the 
Reconstruction and Development Programme. 


The major reasons the poll can be expected to be first a 
referendum on performance to date and then only an 
election for local authority structu es are threefold. 


First, the timing of the poll brings it as close as South 
Africa is likely to get to a “mid-term” survey of voting 
trends and how these miglit have alteied since April. 


Second, there is a considerable overlap between local 
and national issues—housing, provision of services, 
infrastructure development and redistribution, to men- 
tion a few of the important ones. 


Third, while local authority elections have often 
involved competition between political parties, this has 
just as frequently been disguised or avoided for fear of 
“contaminating” area-specific problems with broader 
national issues. Now local authority polls will be as party 
based as second and first-tier elections; this is bound to 
increase the predominance of national rather than local 
points of concern. Smaller non-aligned groups and 
organisations are as likely as not to suffer the same fate 
as the 22 or so “other” parties in last year’s poll. 


The overlap of issues and the timing of the election could 
almost have been designed to provide parties with a 
platform from which to articulate national concerns in 
the guise of local electioneering. 


The timing is particularly unfortunate. Ideally the elec- 
tions should have been held much earlier, but that has 
never been an option. The only other way to avoid the 
poll being turned into a midterm referendum on national 
issues would be to postpone it until 1999, living with 
imperfect and unrepresentative transitional mechanisms 
until then. That remains the greater of two potential 
evils, so we are stuck with the timing. 


Coming as it does 18 months into the term of the new 
South African administration, it provides opposition 
parties with an ideal platform from which to publicly 
dissect, examine, criticise and defznd national policies, 
particularly where these overlap with local concerns. 
There have been strong signals from the Inkatha 
Freedom Party, the PAC [Pan-Africanist Congress] and 
the NP [National Party] that they will propel national 
concerns to the top of the agenda. The ANC faces a 
particularly unenviable task in the local authority poll, 
since it faces sharp attack both as senior government 
partner and as political party for allowing the dilution of 
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redistributive aspects of economic and social policy by 
concerns for domestic reconciliation and international 
recognition. 


A number of major national and international issues will 
find a way on to local authority agendas, chief among 
them economic policies designed to enhance South 
Africa's global credit and investment position; the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, which will sharply 
reduce levels of protection against foreign trade compe- 
tition; national housing policies; national health and 
education policies; and monetary and fiscal policies, 
including the independence of the Reserve Bank. 


None of this should be read to suggest that these issues 
have no place in local authority contests for political 
power, as all have at least some local relevance. But these 
issues will dominate, not merely contribute to, the local 
poll, with the danger that specific issues of local concern 
will be lost. The proportional representation aspect of 
the local poll would be enough on its own to turn the vote 
into a party-political one. 


Nor will parties, particularly the smaller ones, be aole to 
resist the pressure to turn the poll into a referendum on 
performance to date—even if they want to do so— 
because the pressure to address national issues will be 
too great. This considerable politicisation of local elec- 
tions is likely to be even greater in non-ANC-controlled 
regions such as KwaZulu/Natal and the Eastern and 
Western Cape. 


Home Affairs Minister Mangosuthu Buthelezi, for 
example, is already on record as saying the local 
authority poll will make or break the IFP [Inkatha 
Freedom Party]. This suggests that any threat by the IFP 
to boycott the elections is pure bluff and that the stakes 
have been raised considerably. 


Reduced to its absolute bottom line the fact remains that 
the ANC’s opponents at national level will not allow 
such an opportunity for a sustained attack to pass 
without maximum exploitation. The ANC would tend to 
see the undermining of the IFP and the NP in regions 
they control as its primary objective and the smooth 
functioning of local authorities as secondary. 


The national/local overlap in concerns such as the pro- 
vision of housing and other services makes local 
authority structures the coal-face of implementing key 
aspects of the RDP [Reconstruction and Development 
Program] and for that reason alone, the political content 
of the debate can be expected to be far higher than usual. 


Eighteen months is not nearly long enough to expect a 
decisive reversal of the socio-economic conditions cre- 
ated by more than 350 years of race discrimination but it 
is long enough for strategic shortfalls to be highlighted. 


In circumstances where essential services are lacking, 
and housing and infrastructure development are inade- 
quate (circumstances likely to replicate themselves in 
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dozens of places with considerable backlogs and short- 
falls even by the end of October), it is those consummate 
national policies which are likely to come under the 
spotlight, rather than local conditions. 


Shortfalls at local level in the provision of social services 
such as education and health care will be taken to reflect 
the failure of national and regional policies, irrespective 
of whether the logic of such deductive reasoning is 
appropriate. 


Among the national issues likely to form a central 
element of the third-tier poll will be the revival of the 
debate on a volkstaat [Afrikaner homeland]. The cre- 
ation of third-tier transitional structures in certain areas 
has already been problematic, and the election itself will 
provide a new and powerful rallying point for the Right 
in which the volkstaat concept is certain to play a key 
role. 


On a more general level, the elections will raise the 
political temperature in parts of the country— 
specifically KwaZulu/Natal and the Eastern Cape—to its 
highest level since the build-up to last year’s election. 
Political violence is certain to increase, more particularly 
in areas where the poll outcome has taken on zero-sum 
proportions. 


Given that a referendum on national policies would 
generally tend to involve higher stakes than third-tier 
elections, one of the most important general conse- 
quences of the October poll will be the diversion of 
management and other resources away from economic 
development and reconstruction. This is ironic, as it is 
exactly such concerns that are likely to be the primary 
focus of election campaigns. 


The need for the Government and the ANC in particular 
to demonstrate visible benefit for political support less 
than two years into its term will serve to shorten hori- 
zons and is likely to increase tension in the ANC over 
appropriate development strategies. 


The RDP is already subject to such tension between 
those who take a longer-term, empowerment-based view 
of delivering on the promises of the programme and 
those whose view stretches no further than the next 
election. 


The latter want simply to provide rather than to 
empower, and the increasingly high stakes of the local 
authority elections and the proximity of the event tends 
to support their interpretation of the RDP. This has 
potentially severe consequences for macro-economic 
monetary and fiscal policies, since to “provide” is far 
more expensive than to “empower”. 


It might seem hard to believe that less than 18 months 
after the Government came to power the country should 
have to face another election every bit as intense as in 
April but that is the realty. At the end of the day it will be 
an election the country could have done without at this 
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stage of its political development. However it is an 
election we cannot afford to avoid. 


Azapo Announces Boycott of Local Elections

Those who 
had joined were former African National Congress, 
Inkatha Freedom Party (IFP] and Pan Africanist Con- 
gress supporters. He said IFP and ANC supporters were 
leaving their parties because of battles between the two.

Mr Ramaphosa said the approach of Western Cape 
Education Minister Martha Olckers in the Ruyterwacht 
school crisis ‘“‘militates against the promotion of a 
national consensus”.

We would prefer them to give the truth to the 
nation. We deserve to hear the truth,” he said to 
applause from ANC MPs. 
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Minister of Environmental Affairs Dr Dawie de Villiers, 
who spoke immediately after Mr Ramaphosa, said the 
National Party resented the manner in which Mr Rama- 
phosa had questioned its leader’s integrity.

[Cameron-Dow] This is a controversial appointment 
because many people believe that the Intelligence Ser- 
vices are one of the most powerful tools of government, 
and we do know that the NP [National Party] fought 
pretty hard to retain them. Are you going to find it easy 
working in this department? 


{[Nhlanhla] In a way I think there will be a lot of 
cooperation and understanding because we have actually 
ourselves, I could say personally played a role in ensuring 
that the whole question of intelligence is discussed. | 
mean becomes part of public debate, and to go into the 
concerns and so forth of the public out there and 
everybody, to remove the myth surrounding intelligence 
and | think there’s been so much discussion about 
intelligence, and also there’s an agreement from the 
intelligence community itself that a whole range of 
oversight mechanisms need to be put in place. 


I'm sure you are awaie that according to the act we are 
going to have, first in terms of its present control, cabinet 
control, a special committee of cabinet called the Cab- 
inet Committee on Security and Intelligence, you have 
got the Parliamentary Oversight Committee, you have 
got an inspector general who has got the right to any- 
thing, including the sources, so I think a whole array of 
mechanisms to ensure control because we ourselves felt 
that in the new situation actually—and also to allay the 
fears and so forth and to ensure that intelligence works 
within the framework of law of the Constitution.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Deputy President Thabo 
Mbeki; Minister of Labour; members of the Diplomatic 
Corps; distinguished guests; ladies and gentleman: Along 
the path we have elected to follow as a nation there are 
certain points of towering significance, moments which 
encapsulate our transition and which are rich with 
potential for the future. The launch of the National 
Economic Development and Labour Council [Nedlac] is 
such a moment. 
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Pride in our rapid progress away from division and 
conflict has become fundamental to our conception of 
ourselves as a nation. It gives voice to the belief that we 
have benefited from a “miracie’’ whose content is 
defined in terms that are now an everyday part of our 
political vocabulary: nation-building, national unity, 
national reconciliation. 


In addition to the agreements from multi-party negotia- 
tions, many sectoral forums mushroomed into life espe- 
cially in that difficult period. These bodies emerged, 
often spontaneously, to start managing the country in a 
period when the illegitimacy of the then government was 
recognised even by its own members. Nedlac is one of 
the foremost products of the process that saw democracy 
being born out of the womb of the old order. 


Opposing camps transformed themselves into partners, 
articulating different and often contradictory interests, 
but united in pursuit of common goals. 


Today we are building on the foundations of that 
emerging national consensus to work together for a 
better life for all South Africans. The launch of Nedlac 
represents a milestone in the transition from an illegiti- 
mate system manifesting the worst forms of oppression 
to the most democratic expression of the popular will 
and unity. 


Progress is being made in the Constitutional Assembly to 
begin the process of drafting the final constitution.

But democratisation must reach beyond the narrow 
governmental domain.

A living partnership of all these structures, born of 
struggle, and where necessary enshrined in statute, is the 
most effective and eloquent expression of popular will 
and national unity. It is driven by the engine of real 
socio-economic power that cannot be deflected by the 
whims of individuals or political parties. It is the firm 
foundation for nation-building and development. 


On this powerful partnership rests a challenging respon- 
sibility, to devise a strategy for the rapid economic 
growth and development that underpins prosperity. 


Nedlac is not simply an advisory body. Nor will it usurp 
the duty of government to govern. It draws together the 
organised representatives of civil society and of govern- 
ment in substantive and detailed policy work, in a 
process guided by the striving for consensus. To that 
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extent, the outcome of its deliberations in the all- 
encompassing arena of development is bound to have an 
authority that government cannot ignore. 


Nor should Nedlac be a cosy deal-making body repre- 
senting the powerful and well-organised against the 
weaker of our society. Aware of these dangers, Nedlac 
will embrace representatives of all the major areas of 
civil society—labour and business to be sure, but also 
community-based NGO’s, women, youth, and represen- 
tatives of the urban and rural communities.

None, I think, would accept the thesis that democratic 
government is in conflict with rapid economic growth 
and decisive leadership. 


The consensual mode of government that we seek char- 
acterises some of the most stable societies and strongest 
economies, some of which emerged from war and 
racism. Their economic growth path and their deeply 
rooted democratic institutions are two sides of the same 
coin. In our own way, and with our own peculiar 
institutions and peculiar practices, this is the path that 
we have chosen. 


If we insist on the enormous benefits this new body can 
bring, it is not that we think its objectives will be easily 
achieved, or even that we assume that it will succeed. On 
the contrary, it is to emphasise the scale of the challenge. 
and how importan: it is to the nation that all involved 
avoid the dangers that lie in wait. 


Some of them could be a nre-occupation with mecting 
narrow, selfish interests. It is expected that each party, 
the government included, will represent its interests in a 
vigorous and robust manner. But ultimately the bodies 
will seek consensus in the national interest. 


That will be the real test for Nedlac, a test whose 
significance is underlined by the great opportunities 
emerging from the upswing in the economy, opening of 
international markets and possibilities for foreign invest- 
ments. It is a test in a world that is highly competitive, 
and requires of us rapid steps to meet international 
standards in all spheres. 


All of us face the challenge to help the nation achieve 
rapid economic growth and development. But the 
country does not want quick fixes that eventually run 
out, leaving chaos and disillusionment.

In a recent letter received by WeekendStar from a 
government source it is alleged that these parties held in 
Mandela’s absence took place at both Genadendal and 
Mahlamba’ndlopfu. Names of several staff members and 
a man with different aliases whose father had apparently 
served a prison term at Robben Island were mentioned 
in the letter. When this information was made available 
to Mankahlana he confirmed that the president's office 
was aware of the allegatiors and that an investigation 
had been launched. 


Apparently these parties have been the subject of heated 
conversations at several get-togethers of civil servants

Their remuneration was hopelessly inadequate. During 
the past six years the take-home salary of the average 
state doctor had increased by only R600. While they 
were paid for only 40 hours a week, they were often 
obliged to work upwards of 72 hours a week. 


A major shift of finance, staff and resources towards 
government's primary health care initiative would fur- 
ther reduce funding available to hospitals. 


Other factors placing a strain on hospital doctors were: 


—A move to redistribute medical resources wit.. n each 
province towards peripheral and rural areas. 


—A move to outlaw the external private practices which 
had been keeping doctors’ heads above water. This 
could lead to a dramatic exodus of doctors from state 
hospitals to the private sector. 


—A deteriorating specialist referral structure as aca- 
demic and tertiary centres abandon higher functions 
to try to cope with the crush of straightforward work. 


—The collapse of the academic centres, and with it, 
medical training and much of the remaining motiva- 
tion for doctors to work in state hospitals. 


Changes in U.S. Foreign Policy in Africa Viewed

Bill Clinton’s national security adviser, Anthony Lake, 
conducted a not-so-imperial visit through nine African 
countries. A large retinue from government departments 
and private institutions followed in his train. He gave a 
number of speeches along the way. 


His message seemed to be this: forget the heady days 
when diplomats like Chester Crocker deployed the 
resources, tangible and intangible, of U.S. power to help 
solve regional and civil conflicts. Washington no longer 
had either the inclination or the money for such engage- 
ment. 
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Of course, Lake reassured his listeners, the U.S. govern- 
ment still “cared” and would continue to “respond” to 
humanitarian crises like famine in the Horn of Africa 
and genocide in Rwanda. But mainly it would demon- 
strate its concern in simulated ways, targeted more at 
paying off a domestic constituency than at achieving 
concrete results on the ground. 


lL ake, naturally, did not use precisely those words. But 
when, as an example of caring, he pointed to last year’s 
absurd “White House Conference on Africa” (at which 
Secretary of State Warren Christopher introduced the 
OAU’s Salim Salim and then promptly fell asleep in his 
chair), he was saying the same thing. The conference was 
to the real world what the Orgasmatron in Wo dy Allen’s 
Sleeper was to procreation. 


Let it be acknowledged, more flatteringly, that Lake went 
to Africa to deliver a ““Winds of Change” speech for the 
‘90s. The theme, like that of the original, was indepen- 
dence, but independence of a different kind, with the 
emphasis not on freedom but on responsibility. 


It is hard to quibble with this, and yet at the same time 
one cannot help being struck by the implied abdication. 
On the one hand, Lake kept stressing how much the 
Clinton administration ‘“‘cared”. Then he told his audi- 
ences that unless Africa sorted out its squabbles in short 
order, the U.S. and everyone else would turn their backs. 


The disconnection can be papered over by cliches like 
““tough love”, but what really lies beneath it is cowardice 
and confusion. Caring is not silly conferences or aid 
budgets whose benefits mostly accrue to domestic inter- 
ests. 


If the administration really cared, Lake and his entou- 
rage would not have had time for the December Cook’s 
tour. They would have been too busy using American 
political and diplomatic muscle to help resolve the 
continent's various crises, or at least selected ones where 
they had the most leverage. 


For example, much of the devastation wrought by the 
renewal of Angola’s civil war in 1992 might have been 
averted had Lake and his president taken a firm line 
against the rearming of the government by the Russians, 
the Portuguese and anyone else who wanted to make a 
fast buck. That would have required leadership and a 
willingness to “create new facts”, as Crocker used to say. 


Neither quality is much in evidence here these days. 
However, there is one area of foreign policy where 
Clinton consistently displays both, and that is trade. 


Clinton’s first commandment to the rest of the world, 
from which hang all others, is: thou shalt open thy 
markets to American exports. A close second, as the 
Chinese have lately discovered, is thou shalt not allow 
thy citizens to knock off copies of U.S. goods, especially 
if the makers of the originals are software companies and 
Hollywood producers whose contributions Clinton 
needs for his re-election campaign. 
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During the Cold War, U.S. ambassadors had their hands 
full playing the great geopolitical game. Now they are in 
the business of badgering host governments over regula- 
tions that discriminate against American toothpaste. 
Seriously. Last week, in hearings before the Senate Africa 
subcommittee, Assistant Secretary of State for Africa 
George Moose proudly listed some of the latest accom- 
plishments of his diplomats around the continent. 


“In Ethiopia, our embassy helped Louisiana-based 
Schaffer and Associates in a hard fought and successful 
bid for an $84m sugar project....ln Botswana, the U.S. 
ambassador’s intervention resulted in removal of dis- 
criminatory tender requirements that hampered an 
Owens-Corning bid on a $180m contract to supply 
pipes....In Kenya, Zimbabwe, Malawi and Mauritius, 
our embassies actively supported the Kellogg Company’s 
effort to reduce import duties on breakfast cereal.... 


“In Zimbabwe, the tender offer for the country’s first 
cellular phone system was cancelled after our ambas- 
sador protested that the specifications were biased in 
favour of European suppliers. Several U.S. firms were 
able to submit bids after the tender was rewritten. In 
Senegal the U.S. envoy successfully persuaded the 
authorities to replace outdated legislation that prevented 
Colgate from making or selling fluoride toothpaste.” 


How trade-driven is U.S. policy now? Consider the 
treatment of China, a country deeply at odds with the 
U.S. politically, a notorious weapons proliferator and 
violator of human rights. The administration pays none 
of these things much heed. What it finds vexing is 
Beijing's refusal to enforce copyright. 


Not a critical word is heard about Mexico's official 
tolerance of torture or the corruption of its government. 
The important thing is that Mexico is a vast market for 
American exports. Therefore, when its government 
bankrupts it in a bid to buy votes, it receives the biggest 
bailout since the Marshall Plan. 


If Boris Yeltsin had managed to turn the Russian 
economy into a major importer of U.S. goods, one can be 
fairly certain that his drinking problem would be laughed 
off and his invasion of Chechnya would be seen as no less 
justified than Sherman's scorched earth policies in the 
latter stages of the U.S. Civil War. 


By the same token, it may also be predicted that if U.S. 
relations with SA [South Africa] start to turn chilly soon, 
it will not be over the unresolved Armscor [Armaments 
Corporation of South Africa] embargo-busting indict- 
ment or UN votes for Cuba, but because U.S. busi- 
nessmen have gone crying to Commerce Secretary Ron 
Brown that they are being denied access. 


SA has been targeted by the administration as a Big 
Emerging Market. That is not altogether a compliment. 
It means, as a senior commerce official told the Senate 
last week, that the administration has put a special 
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priority upon the identification of SA policies or regula- 
tory procedures that disadvantage U.S. exporters or 
investors, and development of policy approaches to 
resolve market impediments. 


Here is an Africa policy for Francis Fukuyama’s End of 
History. Its goal is tc put Kellogg’s cornflakes in every 
breakfast bowl in Blantyre, a tube of Colgate in every 
Abidjan tooth mug, and a Motorola phone in the pocket 
of every Harare yuppy. 


How much is the U.S. prepared to do to foster the social 
and economic conditions that might make such a goal 
even theoretically realisable? Beyond “caring”. not 
much is the impression one gets from Lake. 


One awaits the first protest by the U.S. ambassador in 
Luanda that Angola has closed its market to U.S.-made 
prostheses. Perhaps a deal could be struck whereby the 
U.S. would help finance the immediate introduction of a 
sufficient UN peacekeeping force in return for the 
monopoly on artificial limbs.

A copy of the letter of request fron the South African 
embassy in Luanda to Executive Outcumes is in the posses- 
sion of SABC [South African Broadcasting Corporation} 
Radio. 


Meanwhile, further investigations have found that a plane 
carrying a South African national soccer squad made an 
unscheduled landing at an Angolan Government military 
base to drop off members of Executive Outcomes. This tvok 
place in a tense period two days before the signing of the 
Angolan cease-fire agreement in November last year.

Bruwer explained “Gous and I put it ‘o Presidert 
Mandela that in due time we won't have the ability io 
produce enough food for South Africa. We must go from 
here to a better, more ‘agro-friendly’ climate.”

“Otherwise there will be tremendous 
trouble trying to market produce out of Mozambique 
where there is very little infrastructure.”

Bailundo, and checks on UNITA soldiers, who are 
threatening to go back to war, greatly dominated Jonas 
Savimbi’s “political game” during that UNITA’s con- 
gress, to which the political class in Luanda has still not 
reacted one week later. Savimbi debased the interna- 
tional community, appealed to pan-African values, 
acknowledged that the “boat (UNITA) is sinking,” and 
launched a panic in parliament when he guaranteed the 
expulsion from his movement of deputies felt to be 
dissidents. In an interview with EXPRESSO he 
expressed reservations about the Blue Helmets, criti- 
cized Portugal and Russia for “supplying arms to the 
MPLA,” and announced that his organization “will be in 
the opposition.” 


[Costa] At a certain point in the UNITA congress the 
soldiers said that returning to war is the best option for 
your organization. Would not this option mean con- 
ceding facilities to the Luanda regime and would it not 
lead to the international community condemning 
UNITA en masse? 


[Savimbi] Why should we have to play a game that 
makes things easy for the MPLA? We have to be careful 
in taking up this matter with the UNITA soldiers. It is a 
delicate problem. The agreements are based on a clause 
which sacrifices these forces. We have to pay attention to 
their worries, but not because they want to rebel and go 
back to war. What they said quite clearly was: “If we are 
sacrificed, that is suicide!” Everything they said is true! 


[Costa] Was that the reason why efforts were made to 
take the soldiers into consideration by giving them 
certain guarantees? 


[Savimbi] It has to be like that! Otherwise there is no 
peace agreement. Nor will the United Nations manage to 
stop UNITA’s soldiers. They have to be comforted with 
words. We have to look after their material needs. What 
future will men who have spent their entire lives in the 
forest have? It would not be fair if we did not look after 
them. 


[Costa] Why did the soldiers oppose a meeting between 
you and President Eduardo dos Santos? 
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[Savimbi] Even the women were opposed to it. There 
were many soldiers, but LIMA (an Angolan women’s 
organization) was in the vanguard and said: ““He [Dos 
Santos] wants to kill you. What is he going to do there?” 
But we are not hanging around. We have to meet. 


[Costa] What is your position on the meeting with 
President Eduardo dos Santos? 


[Savimbi] If we set conditions, we will find neither a 
venue nor a framework for negotiation. When we held 
Huambo, Eduardo dos Santos did not agree to come to 
Huatnbo. Now he holds Huambo but he says it is in the 
interior. | make concessions. I am the oldest. I have been 
fighting for the longest time. I am here and I am staying. 
I want to help him (Eduardo dos Santos) to understand 
Angola because he does not understand all of Angola. He 
only understands a part. Then, whether in the interior or 
outside—it does not matter which—we will see how he 
and I can create the conditions to ensure that the 
outcome of our meeting is good for peace and for the 
Angolan people. 


[Costa] At the beginning of the congress, you expressed 
many reservations regarding the Blue Helmets. In the 
end you had to make a sort of “retraction.”” Why? 


[Savimbi] The problem is this: Why are the Blue Helmets 
coming? Our position is still intransigent. After all does 
the United Nations only deal with UNITA when it is 
about to 2"ply sanctions? And they did not consult us to 
select the countries that are going to provide the contin- 
gent. 


[Costa] You mentioned sanctions against UNITA, but 
the international community restored the triple-zero 
clause, which also penalizes the government for 
acquiring military hardware. 


[Savimbi] ... and that the government is not going to 
accept. How will they penalize the government? They 
will enter Huambo with nine or 12 tanks plus merce- 
naries, and then the figure will rise to 20, 30, or 40 tanks. 
The MPLA is armed to the teeth; it does not need 
anything more. This triple-zero clause was no use. It was 
applied to late! 


[Costa] Faced with the crisis of confidence between 
UNITA and the MPLA, what guarantees can be given 
regarding your organization’s transformation from an 
armed group to a political party? 


[Savimbi] That is what we are doing now. We want 
UNITA to be established as a political party but we need 
to know whether the other side has good intentions. 


[Costa] Do you not have these guarantees? 


[Savimbi] Not at all! Perhaps the Blue Helmets are a way 
out. Perhaps the intervention of the observer countries is 
another door. Some of these countries, such as Portugal 
and Russia, are still supplying arms. Our doubts and our 
apprehension are justified, but we cannot head off into a 
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complex process like this if all we have are doubts. We 
are also going to believe that there are opportunities. 


[Costa] Speaking of opportunities, one of the congress’ 
resolutions says that UNITA will not include the MPLA 
government unless there is a common program. As you 
can imagine it is not likely that the proposal will be 
accepted by the MPLA. 


[Savimbi] If the MPLA does not accept that then we 
would prefer to be in the opposition. 


[Costa] And suppose the MPLA imposes an electoralist 
behavior from now on? 


{Savimbi] What will happen? I can look back and con- 
clude that in 1991 UNITA was stronger than the MPLA. 
We made the mistake of having confidence in the 
international community and the MPLA’s Interior Min- 
istry during the elections. This is why we have many 
reservations. This time we will not start off blinded. We 
will start off with a certain awareness and a certain 
amount of painful experience, so if the MPLA manipu- 
lates things that means it does not want peace. 


[Costa] In the current situation will UNITA agree to 
general elections next year, as certain sections of the 
MPLA want? 


[Savimbi] The Lusaka Protocol says they will be held 
when the conditions have been met. Will it be the 
MPLA? Will it be UNITA? I also wanted other opposi- 
tion parties, but it will be up to Unavem [United Nations 
Angola Verification Mission] to say that the conditions 
have been met. If the conditions are not met, then the 
MPLA cannot impose elections.

[Salomao] “One of our targets is inflation. We have 
planned an ambitious target of 24 percent by the end of 
1995. Well, one must strive for that goal through a very 
strict expenditure program.” 


Minister Salomao said salaries in the defense sector will 
be cut 50 percent. There will be a 30 percent reduction in 
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the purchase of military equipment. These cuts fit within 
the context of demands made by donors to reduce 
military expenditures. The government has pledged to 
wage a relentless campaign against inflation as part of its 
plan to achieve at least 5 percent economic growth in 
1995. 


[IMF official Sergio Leite] “I think the government's 
priority on education and health is clearly reflected in 
the budget to be submitted to the Assembly of the 
Republic. Investment in education and health is a long- 
term project, and I hope it will have very reasonable 
results.” 


The minimum salary will remain unchanged, but could 
be increased in terms of the accord reached between the 
government and the trade unions.

The Unamo president also said that Frelimo promised to 
hold consultations with civilian society and political and 
social organizations for the formation of a balanced and 
motivated government but did not fulfill its promises. 
He said: It is time to do away with tricks at a time when 
we are all thinking aloud. The opposition leader said the 
national reconciliation that the Frelimo presidential 
candidate pledged for the postelectoral period was 
ignored. He said this is happening even though President 
Joaquim Chissano enjoys good relations with the gov- 
ernments of Zimbabwe, Malawi, and South Africa. 
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Carlos Reis said those neighboring countries are an 
example of tolerance and national coexistence since 
Opposition parties are included in government. 


The Unamo president congratulated Renamo and its 
leader for the courage and dedication shown in Mozam- 
bique’s democratization process, appealing to the elected 
government to respect political pluralism. He took the 
opportunity to appeal to the Assembly of the Republic to 
hold serious and fair consultations before the meeting 
with the Paris Club, which he said may reject any 
assistance to Mozambique due to what he called institu- 
tional corruption.

Money seems to be Renamo’s main goal; otherwise, the 
demand to share state revenues in the five provinces does 
not make sense. This behavior is extremely dangerous. 
Through its spokesman, Renamo threatened to do what it 
called sensitize the population and the international com- 
munity should the government not meets its demands. 


The word “sensitize” clearly suggests an inducement to 
the population to disobey the power legally instituted 
through the secret and direct universal ballot. Inciting 
the population to any act of insubordination or disobe- 
dience does not fit into a democratic framework and 
violates the precepts of the Constitution and current law. 


The recent statements of the Renamo leadership are very 
serious, because we are also now hearing about the move- 
ment of isolated groups of armed men—a cause of concern 
among the country’s rural population. Renamo’s statements 
are doubly suspicious at a time when there are rumors of 
former Renamo soldiers still in possession of weapons. 


It is even more serious when some of those areas are 
occupied by armed men allegedly belonging to Edgar Tek- 
ere, a Zimbabwean politician who is said to be planning an 
armed struggle against the Zimbabwean Government from 
the Mozambican territory.

It also wants to discuss the government's plan to be 
implemented in the five provinces where it won the 
elections. Renamo wants everything through force.

Nujoma Repeats Orders To Shoot Border Violators

Namibian President Sam Nujoma on Friday repeated 
orders to troops and police to shoot at vehicles crossing the 
Okavango River Border with Angola if the drivers ignored 
orders to stop, Nambc [Namibian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion] Radio News reported. Addressing about 200 people 
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near the river town of Rundu, he warned business people in 
the north-east Kavango region to stop illegal trade with 
Angola. 


The Okavango region borders on UNITA [National Union 
for the Total Independence of Angola] rebel territory. A 
550km stretch of the river has been closed since September 
last year when an attack on Namibian soil, blamed on 
UNITA, left three dead. Namibian security forces have 
since shot and killed several Angolans, mostly poor peasants 
crossing the river to trade and buy food and medicines. Mr 
Nujoma said illegal border crossings had contributed to an 
increase in illegal arms smuggling, with some of the weapons 
destined for South Africa. 


Government officials have repeatedly said the border 
closure was a temporary measure, but have declined to 
give a date for its reopening. Namibia and Angola have 
since 1990 regarded their 1,000km border, based on 
colonial demarcations, as porous and allowed free move- 
ment for residents living within 60km on either side. The 
border closure has reportedly left thousands of Angolans 
threatened with starvation since their supply of 
Namibian food was cut off. 


Tour operators and lodges along the river have accused 
Namibian defence force troops of harassing tourists, while 
businessmen say they are hard hit by the closure. Some 
residents of Rundu, a former South African Defence Force 
military town, say they have been shot at or arrested while 
fishing or driving along the river. They say they fear the 
Namibian troops patrolling the river will provoke UNITA 
soldiers into shooting across the river.

Kaunda Barred From Addressing Rally

Dr. Kaunda was one of the several opposition figures 
lined up to speak and drum up support for the UNIP or 
United National Independence Party candidate (Doshon 
Chempe), but police at the last minute told him he could 
not speak because his name had been deleted from the

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police permit. According to local press reports here, Dr. 
Kaunda expressed utter disappointment at the new turn 
of events and accused the government of President 
Frederick Chiluba of trying to block him from speaking 
out his mind on national issues. 


The press reports say, however, that Kaunda did not try 
to force the issue, although hundreds of angry supporters 
tried to persuade him to address the meeting. Instead, 
Kaunda sang his favorite Tiende Pamodzi or Let us 
Move Together song. He greeted the crowd, waved his 
white handkerchief, and disappeared. Police at the scene 
told the local press that the order to exclude the former 
president from the permit came originally from Lusaka, 
but it is not yet clear whether it was issued by the 
minister of home affairs or the police inspector general. 
Last week, seven UNIP officials were arrested and 
charged with holding an illegal meeting on the outskirts 
of Lusaka. Dr. Kaunda who also attended the Lusaka 
meeting, police say, is under investigation and could be 
arrested if it is proved that he took part in an unlawful 
assembly. 
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Kaunda Pleads Not Guilty
